Dear Hal: 

As requested in your letter of 5 April, 1 am enclosing 
some of my unanswered correspondence. The letters to 
McClelland and Carnes have not been answered as of this 
date and were mailed on or about the dates which appear 
on each of the several letters. When such letters were 
sent by certified mail, I have included copies of the 
certified receipts. 

Also enclosed, are copies of correspondence directed top 
former sergeant now chief warrant officer Zahm who was 
an expert witness before the Commission. It is my per- 
sonal belief that Zahm had no personal knowledge of the 
type of rifle and scope found in the depository and said 
to have been Oswalds. For instance, I don*t think he 
was aware that the scope was one designed for use only 
on low powered rifles of the .22 caliber class. He was 
simply told it was a four power scope. Futhermore, I 
don't think Zahm had examined or test fired such a rifle 
prior to his testimony before the commission. His testi- 
mony qualifies the alledged assassination weapon as a 
capable choice for the sniper. Had he been posession of 
the facts, I doubt very much that he could have made such 
a qualification based upon his military training and ex- 
perience.
